Being a vary mountainous country 
with high elevations and locatedon tha we6tern eide of the main Alleghenies, 
it is subject to Bevere wintwrs. the valleys ,however .being protected on 
either eide,haw less eevere winters. 'iDuriogitfce, summer months the weather 
is ideal seldom averaging over 70 degrees Fahrenheit during July the warmest 
aontfc of the year. 

Fecsuee of the wide range in elevation and the varied directions at 
which the mountains and- valleys lie, climatic differences within the bounty 
are great. Through the western and aothern parts, the winters are cold, and th 
and the summers are cool with relatively few hot daye; the lower Greenbrier 
Hvwr Valley and the ridge and Valley country to the east have lees eevere * 
winters and considerably higher summer temperatures. With a few exceptions 
tha nights are cool and ideal for sleeping.
